1 (ASSAY OFFICE: NICE) Proces verbal d’examen d’un es- 

saieur des matieres d’or et d’argent, a Nice. Nice, “29 Brumaira au 
12,” (1804). Manuscript on paper, so headed in ink. 23 lines, with 
conjugate blank. 140.00 

A most interesting written report by a Doctor Foder (?), a doctor of medicine and professor 
of physics and experimental chemistry, who had been requested by the Perfect of the 
French department of the Alpes Maritimes to examine and report on the capacity of one 
Auguste Mossa as an assayer in the “bureau de Garentie.” 

2 BOULTON, Matthew (1728-1809). A fine autograph letter 

about Medals, signed by Matthew Boulton. Postmarked Birming¬ 
ham, April 1789, and addressed to Mr. R. Chippiendale, No. 119 Fleet 
Street, London. 2 pages. Quarto. A total of 34 lines, with integral 
address leaf, folded as posted, seal tear. Fully legible, in a very good 
state of preservation. 1750.00 

Boulton writes in haste with comments about criticisms of one of his medals: “pennit me 
to say they are not well founded so far as relates to the medal reverse.” He discusses using 
a cornucopia rather than a ball and the significance of the olive branch and the laurel. He 
suggests a solution: ‘Tf any Gentleman will make a design for a new reverse and will lay 
it before the members of the Society ofAntiquaries at their board on the first night they meet 
at Somerset House and such board will agree upon a design and proper inscriptions I will 
in that case get it executed but it will be impossible to engrave a die for every idea that may 
be suggested. Moreover I wish not to make another medal of the King untill Mr. Drox 
(Droz) hath finished some dies now in hand & untill he hath been to Windsor to compleat 
a perfect modell of the King and then a medall shall be executed that will not dishonor the 
cabinet of His Majesty. Some gold ones shall be stmek and sent by Tuesday nights coach 
& by this nights coach we shall send you more than 100 from the new die all of wdi. ate 


better than any of the former.” Matthew Boulton, “the most prominent citizen of Birming¬ 
ham during the eighteenth century” (Dickinson), first applied the steam engine to coining 
in 1786. “Proud of his achievements in coining, Boulton took tq> almost simuluneously the 
more exacting work of producing medals. With the advice and help of Benjamin West, 
P.R.A., he executed a medal to commemorate the recovery <rf the King in 1789 from his 
second attack of insanity”. (Dickinson, Matthew Boulton, page 145). Autograph letters by 
Boulton are very rarely offered. 

3 DAVID D’ANGERS, Pierre-Jean (1788-1856). Ten Auto¬ 

graph Letters and Notes by the Sculptor and Medallist David 
d’Angers, Most are undated but all are circa 1840’s. Most are signed 
“David,” a few “David d’Angers,” and were written to various corre¬ 
spondents including Lafontaine, Carrier, Dr. H. LarTey(?), and Achille 
Courte. Four of the letters have integral address panels, two have 
postmarks. 165.00 

David d’Angers (1788-1856) was bom in Angers (Anjou) but lived mainly in Paris. His 
sutues and medallions of celebrated contemporaries were his finest work. The present 
interesting collection of letters includes references to his work both as sculptor and 
medallist. In two cases he asks the conespondent to come to his “ateUer” to view an almost 
completed medal and asks for signatures or copies of signatures so that they can be added. 
He explains, in another letter, the reasons for using bronze for his medals, having particular 
liking forits color. Seven of the ten letters arc fairly inconsequential, mostly referring to ap- 
poinunents. 

4 HCXjG, John (1800-1869). Autograph letter signed to the 

President of the Numismatic Society. (London), April 11th, 1837. 4 
pages. 100.00 

This most interesting letter is a personal vindication countering a recent letter from J. Y. 
Akerman “addressed to you & just published in the Numismatic Journal, no. 4 for April 
1837 at p. 272, from which I must infer that the writer intended to hold me up to 
Numismatists, as an example of one, ‘all but ignorant of the existence of such an important 
adjuna (as Medals) to the Annals of the Historian. ’ ”

From the library of Julius W. Wilcke (1875-1951) with his ownership stamp on the title. Mote 
recently from the library of Johan Christian Hdm. A most interesting eighteenth century Danish 
manuscript treatise on coin-issuing, banking and exchange matters, dedicated by the author to 
the Crown Prince of Denmark. Apparently unpublished although, according to Morten 
Moitens«i, four other copies of this manuscript are known. 

6 LE NEVE, Peter (1661-1729). Manuscript concerning the Order 

of the Bath. (1725). Manuscript on paper. One leaf. Small CJuarto. 13 lines 
on recto, probably in the hand of a secretary, 23 lines on verso in the hand 
of Peter Le Neve, Richmond herald and Norroy king-at-arms. Removed 
from an album. 125.00 

An interesting document concerning the Order of the Bath: “George R. It is our Royal Will and 
Pleasure that the Knights Ccmpanions of the most Honourable Order of the Bath appointed and 
hereafter to be appointed by Us our Heirs and Successors shall for their greater Distinction and 
Honour upon all occasions whatsoever bear and use supporters to their Arms. And therefore We 
by those presents direct and command our Garter Principal King of Arms for the time being and 
his successors in that offrce to grant Supporters to all Companions of our said Order, who ate or 
shall not be intitled to bear Supporters by virtue of their Peerages, Given under our Sign Manual 
this second day of June in the Eleventh Year of Our Reign.” Le Neve’s annoutions on the vearso 
include the note that it was “dated the day after the King set out for Germany.” 

A Fine Letter About Medals with References to a “Bookstealer” 

7 MIDDLETON, Conyers (1683-1750). Fine autograph letter 
signed, to Beaupre Bell Jr., discussing medals. London, May 31,1736.2 
pages. Quarto. Integral address leaf slightly worn & dust-stained. 275.00 

A delightful letter from the great Cambridge divine and scholar ‘To Beaupre Bell Junr. Esq. to 
be left with Mr. Betson Writing Master near Sydney College Cambridge.” Middleton apologizes 
for delay in replying to Bell’s letter explaining that he had been “called up to assist at ye trial of 
Justice, ye fam’d Bookstealer.” He declares that had he been at Cambridge, “I ed have procur’d 
from Mr. Walpole O-e. Horace Walpole) who is my acquainunce & a very obliging young 
Gentleman, any of ye medals desir’d by you that areinhis coUectian...” Unfortunately he is off 
to visit his wife’s relatives in the West of England and will be a way for six weeks, but on his return 
he will “not fail to look out what there is in my own or any other collection for your purpose.” 
In the meanwhile, writes Middleton, “I have given your list to our common & worthy friend Mr 
Martin Fowlkes (Folkes) who has promis’d to furnish you with some of them.” Conyers 
Middleton (1683-1750) was a Cambridge divine and scholar, fellow of Trinity, and controver¬ 
sial theologian. Beaupre Bell (1704-1745) was an antiquary and active member of the Spalding 

8 (MOREAU de Saint-M6ry, M^derin Louis Elie). Catalogue-Ma-

A most interesting manuscript catalogue of an important c(hn collection, apparently unpub¬ 
lished . Moreau de St Mery was not only distinguished in the public service but is known to history 
for several publications both in the field of jurisprudence and also describing some of his travels. 
The original cataloguer was Signor Filippo Bassoli and the first seventy pages are in his hand. 
The remainder of the catalogue, comprising some 440 pages of manuscript was presumably 
written by Moreau himself. Moreau’s cataloguing sheds light on the seriousness with which such 
a pursuit as coin-collecting was taken alongside a busy public life. He refers frequently to such 
authorities as Eckhel, Vaillant and Pellerin and occasionally identifies provenances of coins (“II 
a ete trouvd i Valleja en 1803”). Hefrequently refeis to the rarity of individual pieces C’Ce denier 
qui est assez commun en lulie, est rare en AUemagne”) and notices disputes between antiquaries 
f "Les aniiquaiies ne sont pas d ’accord sur la denomination de la t&e representee sur le c6te droit 
de ce deni^’). He takes most seriously the identification of forgeries and describes two such in 
detail finding them counterfeit f’mais avec une ruse differente”) and also suggests that such false 
coins should be preserved in order to instruct inexperienced collectors how such acquisitions 
might be avoided.

An interesting numismatic scrap bodt comprised of finely engraved illustrations taken from 
standard seventeenth and eighteenth century works such as Van Loon, Tindal, Charpentier, 
Chevalier and Bizot 

Signed by Six Members of James I’s Privy Council 

10. (ROYAL MINT: JAMES I). Privy Council Warrant authorising 
the payment of £20,000 for bullion to Sir Thomas Knyvett, Warden of 
the Mint. Hampton Court, 7 February 1603/4. Manuscript on paper. One 
page. Quarto. 14 lines together with seven signatures. Integral leaf removed 
apart from docket, somewhat stained and creased. 500.00 

Documents such as this very rarely come on the market since few escaped from the national 
archive collections at the Royal Mint and the Public Record Office. The present warrant is signed 
by Archbishop Whitgift. Lord Ellesmere, Lord Buckhurst, the Earl of Suffolk, Lord Howard of 
Effingham, Robert Cecil, Earl of Saisbury and Sir John Fortescue. Knyvet(t) was warden of the 
Mint from 1599 to 1622. 

11 (ROYAL MINT: JAMES U). Autograph document signed from 

Henry Guy of the Treasury to Thomas Neale Esq. “Mast(er) and 
Worker of his Ma(jes)ties Mint and to James (H)o(are) Esq. Comptrol¬ 
ler of the Mint.” Treasury Chambers (London), 4° 8ber 1686. Folio. 10 
lines. 135.00 

The letter is a formal request to confirm “Mr Benjamin Symon’s Bill of Charges for silver and 
engraving the Privy Seale.” An interesting document but, unfortunately, the copy of Symon’s 
Bill of Charges is not present 

12 WALPOLE,S»>Robert(1676-1745). Autograph letter signed from 

Sir Robert Walpole dated Treasury Chambers (London), Aug. 27th 
1728, to an unnamed correspondent (at the Royal Mint?) putting a stop 
to the issuing of a medal relating to Gibraltar. 1 page, 12 lines, complete 
with integral leaf (blank except for docket title), creased and with one or two 
edge tears but with no loss, signs of album mounting on blank portion of 
second leaf. Quarto. A good letter, perfectly legible and completely in 
Walpole’s hand. 400.00 

'The report of the medal relative to Gibraltor,” Walpole hurriedly writes, “has occasion’d some 
little noise, & 1 have the King’s comands to acquaint you, that a stop must be putt to the going 
on of that design, that for the insUnt at least no such medal may be issued or publish’d.” 

13 WARDE, Sir Henry. Autograph letter signed, to General Sir Wil¬ 

liam Henry Clinton, concerning Ward’s investiture as a Knight Grand

Curnont 1998. Hirsch page 3. Lipsius page 8. Engel & Serrure 50. The first edition of this most 
attractive book.The plates are mostly of gold and silver coins struck in Holland but some are of 
pieces struck at Valenciennes for the county Hainaut. 



15 CARMEY, Angel. Series Integra numlsmatum Regum Syriae, 
Commagenes &c. Or a compleat sei ies of the Kings of Syria, Com- 
magene, &c. in all metals, several of which were never before pub¬ 
lished, Comprised in twenty plates: To which are added five plates of 
silver and brass Phoenician coins, some of which have never hitherto 
appeared. The whole is humbly dedicated to the Right Honourable The 
Marquis of Rockingham by his Lordship’s most devoted and most 
obedient humble servant Angel Carmey F.S.A. proprietor of the coins 
here describ’d. London, 1761. Engraved title within an ornate emblematic 
border, 25 engraved plates of coins. Small folio. Contemporary marbled 
boards skilfully rebacked andrecomered, spine gilt and lettered, some light 
soiling or dust-staining, blindstamp at foot of title. Very good 450.00 

Not in the British Library, Lipsius or the American Numismatic Society Library. Apparently the 
only edition, all published and of extreme rarity. Almost certainly printed for private circulation. 
Sold at the Taylor Combe sale in 1826, with a pencilled note to that effect on the front pastedown. 
In the later 19th century library of the collector William Wrixon Leycester with his armorial 
bookplate and more recently in the library of Edward Theodore Newell. Of Angel Carmey little 
information is readily available. He appears to have been a coin dealer in Ranelagh Row, Chelsea 
(then a village on the Thames upstream of London). His coins, medals, gems, pictures, clocks, 
watches, Dresden china &c. together with his books - “Most of which are curious, and relaUs to 
coins & medals”- also his prints and cof^r plates, were all sold at auction by Langford in two 
sales in February 1766. 

16 CLARKE, William. The coinage of the Roman, Saxon, and Eng¬ 

lish coins, deduced from observations of the Saxon weights and money. 
London, William Bowyer 1767. xvi, 552 pages, engraved arms on dedica¬ 
tion leaf, engraved headpiece, a few engravings of coins in the text. Quarto. 
Contemporary calf, spine fully gilt with raised bands and a crimson label 
lettered in gilt. Some cracking in joints and a little wear to extremities but 
a most pleasing copy. 200.00 

First and only edition. A fine copy. This was William Clarke’s principal published work. In it 
he “brings considerable learning to bear upon his obscure subject and writes with much elegance 
of style.” (Warwick Wroth-Dicfionary of National Biography).

Lipsius page 115. From the library of the great English diarist John Evelyn who also authored 
the first substantial work on English medals, with the bocdclabcl. First published in much more 
modest size in 1559, this third and last edition of Erizzo’s classic treatise on ancient coins is both 
physically and textually more substantial and includes for the first time the Dichiaratione delle 
antiche monete (comprising 276 pages). 

18 EVELYN, John. Numismata. A discourse of medals, antient and 

modern. Together with some account of heads and effigies of illustri¬ 
ous, and famous persons, sculps, and taille-douce, of whom we have no 
medals extant; and of the use to be derived from them. To which is 
added a digression concerning physiognomy.

(8), 342, (14) pages, title printed in red and 
black, engravings of the obverses and reverses of 97 Enghsh medals in the 
text. Folio. Contemporary panelled mottled calf, skilfully rebacked, spine 
with raised bands and a label, endpapers renewed.

Hirsch page 37. Lipsius page 118. The very rare first issue with the correct plate LXXXI printed 
on an oveislip and pasted over the incorrectly printed plate LXXIX on page 146. Keynes (page 
232) confirms the rarity of this issue by noting that “in at least one copy of the book formerly in 
the Evelyn library vignette no. Ixxix was printed twice, appearing correctly on p. 145 and again 
in place of no.lxxxi on page 146, the correct print has been pasted over the Auplicua." Numismata 
was the first major history of English medals written in English. “Evelyn’s curiosity was 
unquenchable, and he was already an old man when he began in 1692 to collect notes for a work 
on medals. He had found that little had been written on the subject in English and, animated by 
a considerable regard for portraits and portraiture, sought in his Numismata to remedy this 
defect.” (Keynes). The result was a handsome folio with excellent engravings of medals, 
although there are numerous textual errors and misprints.

A fine large copy from the nineteenth century library of the famous English numismatist Rev. 
Rogers Ruriing, with his armorial bookplate. The second issue with the correct plate LXXXI on 
page 146.

First published in 1643, this is the most substantial edition of this scholarly treatise on ancient 
money and is made particularly attractive by its delightful frontispiece showing a group of 25 
men (presumably coin collectors) both seated and standing round a table inspecting coins with 
an opened coin cabinet and a library of books in the background. 

21 (JOBERT, Louis). The knowledge of medals: or, instructions for 
those who apply themselves to the study of medals, both ancient and 
modern. Showing, /. The age of medals, on which their beauty and value 
particularly depend... VII. The various ways of counterfeiting medals, 
and how to discover them. VIII. The principles laid down by the 
curious, to facilitate the knowledge of medals... The second edition. To 
which is added, an Essay concerning the error in distributing modern 
medals. By Joseph Addison, Esq. London: printed for E. Curll and T. 
Caldecott, 1715. (12), 156 pages. Large 12mo. Contemporary calf gilt, 
sometime skilfully rebacked, early name erased from head of title, contem¬ 
porary manuscript notes on the final blank listing contemporary and earlier 
numismatic books. A fine copy, complete with the half-title. 200.00 

The English translation of Jobeit was made by the antiquary Roger Gale and was first published 
in 1697. The present edition is probably the third edition in English. 

22 (JOBERT, Louis). La science des m4dailles. Nouvelle edition, avec 

des remarques historiques & critiques. Paris, chez De Bure I’ain^, 1739. 
Two volumes. Finely engraved frontispiece in the first volume, 12 folding 
engraved plates of coins, finely engraved vignettes of Louis XIV and Louis 
XV in volume I, both titles printed in red and black. Contemporary French 
mottled calf, double gilt fillet on the sides, flat spines gilt a la fanfare with 
labels, all edges gilt, silk markers. A most attractive set in a very fine 
contemporary binding. 465.00 

The Bibliotheca I.amoniana-Duke of Hamilton-Henry J. B. Qcments- Charles Bulter copy with 
their respective booklabels or ownership marks. This, the fourth edition in French, is generally 
regarded as the best edition of Jobert. Later in the century, John Pinkerton considered it to be 
“doubtless the very best: but this we owe to the editor, and not to the author.” The editor of this 
1739 edition was the Baron Bimard de la Bastie who added his own notes and observations at 
the end of each chapter. The frontispiece is a charming engraving by Ertinger, depicting two 
collectors seated in front of an opened coin cabinet inspecting coins. 

23 (KOHLER, Johann David. HlstorLscher Miinz-Belustigungen. 

NUmberg, 1729-1750). A collection off 443 engraved illustrations of 
medals, many derived from Kdhler, tipped in on 150 numbered leaves. Folio 
album. Contemporary sheep-backed boards, spine gilt with a fine dark blue 
morocco label.

A most attractive volume of numismatic engravings from Matthew Boulton’s library at Soho, 
with a fine portrait of Boulton mounted on the front pastedown, together with the armorial 
bookplate of William Wilkinson.

Hiisch page 72. Lipsius page 218. This woric is a reissue but with a different title of Landi’s 
previously unillustrated In Veterum NumisnuUum Romanorum published in 1560. The plates arc 
delightfully engraved, each illustrating one or two Roman coins in a contrived setting of classical 
antiquities.

Its length and long drawn out period of publication by subscription was perhaps its greatest 
weakness however and lead inevitably to it being overtaken by such later authors as Atkins, 
Davis, Waters, Dalton and Hamer. Baay himself anticipated them all by noticing (in 1868) “the 
great want of a combined list” which was hampering the development of “this important branch 
of numismatics”. Batty’s work has now become not much more than a tare curiosity for the 
cognoscenti of token literature.
